WESTERN GOLFERS 


WILL DEGIDE UPON 


CHANGE OF NAME 


Chicago Association Will Also 
Vote on 
Make It a National Organ- 
ization. 


MEETS IN JANUARY 


CHICAGO—As the time of the next 
annual meeting of the Western Golf 
Association approaches it becomes more 
and more apparent that its members 
will act with the intention of branching 
out over the entire country, thus com- 
ing into actual contact with the United 
States Golf Association. 

The. first step in this expansion will 
be the changing of the association name 
to American Golf Association. The amend- 
ments te.the constitution which will be 
necessary in order to carry out these 
changes have been recommended by the 
committee which had them in charge, 
and the members of the association will 
vote on them at the annual meeting 
which is set for Jan. 15. The amend- 
ments read: 


_RBe it resolved, that 
stitution of this association 
hereby amended as follows: 


By striking out the word “Western” and 
inserting in lieu thereof the word *“‘Ameri- 
}can.” so that said Article 1 shall read: 
‘This association shall be called the Amert- 
ean Golf Association’; and further, 

Be it resolved, that section 1. article 3, of 
the constitution of this association be and 
it is hereby amended as follows: 


by striking oyt the whole of said section 
and substituting therefore the following: 
‘Any properly organized club on the conti- 
nents of North and South America, and 
islands pertaining -thereto, maintaining or 
controHing a golf course shal be eligible 
to anembership in this association.’ 


For some time western °golfers have 
been displeased with the way in whiék 
golfing affairs have been administrated 
in this country. They have threatened 
to break away from: the larger asso- 
ciation unless certain, changes were 
m&de, b*t these were not affected. Some 
were made in the western rules of play 
a year ago; but no step toward seces- 
sion was taken. That more drastic 
steps will be taken this year is evi- 
denced in an article written for the 
Golfer’s Magazine by G. H. Bryant of 
the Glenview Golf Club, in. which he 
Savs: 

“It is the American spirit when prob- 
lems arise to solve them. Golfers for 
verrs have been trying to solve the 
problem of a national golf association. 
Ultimately it will be done and in a 
manner to fit the whole country, not 
just a small portion of it.

Writing of lost balls reminds me of ap 


_experience—tragic enough at the time, 
but humorous enough to look back upon 


that befell me in the days when they

‘week-ending at a little place on the south 


coast, where there was a reasonably good 


golf course. On Sunday afternoon, when 


a premiere danseuse, and bring our iron! there was hardly any one abroad, I went 


‘down to the links to have a solitary 
round. I purchased a new ball—lI forget 
the name of the particular brand that I 
affected at that time—and began the 


great task of correcting some of the. 


more glaring faults of what in my more 
expansive moments I called my game. 
At the third hole I lost my ball. Patient 
search among the bents was unreasonable; 
but 1 had not played a couple of shots 
with one of the war-worn veterans that ff 
had in reserve when a small boy ap- 
peared, apparently from nowhere, with 
my new lost ball. 

I was grateful and gave him three- 
pence; but when, at the next hole, I 
again lost the ball and had it returned to 
me by a youth who happened to be in the 
neighborhood, I was not so grateful. And 


when the operation was repeated at the > 


thirteenth hole, with the differenve that 
the finder in this cise was a burly man of 
the laborer type, I was annoyed. How- 
ever, the man was big and his expression 
[ thought was sinister, so I Landed out 
another threepence. With my second 
shot to the home hole 1 again pulled into 
the bents. This time I scarcely stopped 
to look for the ill-fated ball, but gath- 
ered up my clubs and fted from the scene 
of the last poor shot in case the ubiqui- 
tous loafer should again appear’ tri- 
umphant with the wretched thing. It 
was really not worth two-and-ninepence. 


This experience should have convinced 
me of the folly of going out unaccom- 
panied by a caddy; but I don’t think it 
did. Like most learners I at that time 
evinced an extraordinary liking for soli- 
tude, and only indifferent sheep that hap- 
pened to be grazing on the course were 
aware of the destruction that may be 
wrought by a single inexpert golfer in 
his’ effort to play a mashie pitch on to 
the green. Caddies, however small and 
ragged and nonchalant they may appear, 
assume the proportions of unsparing 
critics in the eyes of the incompetent. 
This, of course, is only a case of exag- 
gerated ego. Ninety per cent of the 
caddies do not take the smallest interest 
in the proceedings. A player may have 


the worst luck, but his troubles will not 


awaken the least spark of feeling or 
sympathy in the breast of the urchin 
who bears his clubs. 

After a particularly atrocious foozle 
he may fancy that he can discern a look 
of infinite disdain on the face of his 
little beast of hurden, but he probably 
does the youth an injustice. It is more 
than likely that the expression is only 
one of supreme detachment. For there 
is only one who can adopt an attitude 
of complete indifference to what should 
be hisechief concern like the caddy. He 
is as unimpressionable as a Chinese idol. 
If his employer, a notoriously bad 
player, say, should chance to hole out in 
a par 4, he is no more affected than he 
would be if he had taken the usual 10. 
And he is just as impervious to entreat- 
ies as*could be. Those who would be 
capable caddies if they took the- trouble 
are generally too lazy, too indifferent, 
or too absorbed in thoughts of a higher 
plane than this. It is almost better to 
have a boy who is supremely ignorant 
of the business; though this has its

Says State Department’s 
Action as to Nicaragua Is 
Acceptable to Them. 


“BEST OF FRIENDS” 


WASHINGTON — Mexico’s policy of 
pence and her harmonious relations with 
the United States concerning the Nic- 
nragua and all other international sub- 


jects was the subject today of a state- |. 


ment, by Enrique C, Creel, confidential 
ayent of the Mexican government. Mr. 
Creel made. the following statement to 
the Associated Press: 

“Mexico has no intention of baving 


any war with Guatemala or with any. 


other country. Our policy is one of 
peace and our relations with every coun- 


iry are most cordial, harmonious and 
agreeable. | 
Mexico has not made any representa- 
tions to the state department to uphold 
the Zelaya administration. 
“Not a word has been said to me by 
the state department concerning the life 


of General Zelaya or a safe conduct of 
him out of Nicaragua. So far there has 
leen no expression by the state depart- 
ment of differences of opinion from the 
Mexican views. 

“The relations of Mexico and the 
United States have never been at aiigher 
cordial standard, and this issue of Nie- 
aragua is too small an affair to change 
either the policy or the feelings of the 
governments and the people of the two 
great republics.” 

A telegram from the American con- 
sulate at “Managua states that it 
currently rumored there that 
when Jose Madriz arrives in Managua, 
presumably today, Senor Zelaya will for- 
mally surrender his office to the national 
assembly, and that that body has al- 
ready received instructions from Ze- 
lava to cast its vote for General Irias 
as President of Nicaragua. 

Dr. Julian Irias, minister general, was 
created general the other day, supposedly 
with a view to his elevation to the su- 
preme command of the army. The oppo- 
sition to Madriz asserted this would re- 
sult virtually in a military dictatorship 
by Irias. 

Secretary Knox will follow thé resig- 
nation of Senor Zelaya with a demand 
for a selection of his successor through 
a fair expression of the popular will 
at the ballot boxes. Neither he nor Presi- 
dent Taft iss willing that Zelaya should 
name his successor.

CORIN TO, Nicaragua—The dispatch of 
the United States cruiser Buffalo with 
™) marines from Panama to this city, 
is expected to have an adverse influence 
on the candidacy of Dr. Jose Madriz to 
succeed Zelaya as President of Nicaragua. 
The Butfalo will probably reach here 
Monday. Marines will not be landed un- 
less Americans in Managua or their prop- 
erty ere menaced. 

The recognized opposition of the Ameri- 
can government toward Madriz, by reason 
of his close affiliation with Zelaya, has 
had a tendency to check the Madriz en- 
thusiasm. The only other man mentpned 
is Dr. Julian Irias, another friend of 
Zelaya, but less closely allied with the 
former President. Irias would probably 
be acceptable as a last resort to the 
Americans, but the hope is still enter- 
tained that the United States will yet 
officially recognize Provisional President 
Estrada. 

The election will probably take place 
Monday. 


German Paper Intimates 
America Fosters Revolt 


BERLIN—An attack on American pol- 

icy in Central America is made by the 
Lokal- -Anzeiger, Berlin’s leading daily 
newspaper, which is frequently inspired 
by the German foreign office. The Lokal- 
Anzeiger insinuates that President Taft 
and Mr. Knox, his secretary of state, en- 
gineered the revolution in Nicaragua, as 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Root 
engineered that in Panama, and with a 
kimilar purpose in view—namely, the re- 
duction of Nicaragua to the condition of 
a vassal to the Washington govérnment. 

The German paper says Mexico’s re- 
jected offer of mediation between ihe 
United States and Nicaragua was due to 
a desire on the part of that republic to 
prevent the United States from setting 
foot on Nicaraguan sol and thus “pen- 
ning in” Mexico within United States 
territory both north and south. The ar- 
ticle intimates that unless Mexico de- 
cides to follow up her rejected proposal 
with a protest, the plans of the United 
“tates will be accomplished. 

“President Diaz is known to be a man 
of actiog.” the Lokal-Anzeiger eoncludes. 
“Sot only has he always advocated the 
amalgamation of the Central American 
republics under Mexiean hegemony, but 
he ix the opponent of the pan-American 
desires of the United States. A diplo- 
matic conflict does not, therefore, lie 
outside the realm of possibilities.”

WASHINGTON-~-Maj.-Gen. J. Fr 
Bell, who has given the general staff the 
problem to work out of how to accord. 
some suitable and practical status to 


newspaper men in the field in time of 


war, has himself liberal ideas about 
treatment of press gorrespondents, and 
by carrying them out has secured good 
results for the service. It is largely 
the result of his own personal experience 
‘that he believes that the time has ar- 
rived for the United States to give the 
war correspondent a definite official 
standing. 

The status of a new spaper man in the 
field with United States forces depends, 
under the present dispensation, on the 
personal attitude of the commanding offi- 
cer, There is‘no denying, and no wish 
to deny, that the newspaper men who 
kaw service in the Spanfsh war, the Phil. 
ippine insurrection and the Boxer cam- 
paign, were indebted in a thousand ways 
to the officers—-and not infrequently to 
the enlisted men-—-of the United States 
service. Relations prevailed in number- 
less instances that were based on mutual 
confidence and reflected credit on both 
the military and the press. 

It is equally true, however, that much 
desired opportunities are sometimes 
withheld from newspaper representatives 
because /officers feel some ‘uncertainty as 
to the accountability to which they may 
he held for according espécial privileges. 
kurthermore, the subsistence of news- 
paper then on expeditions frequently be- 
comes a question of the hospitality of 
the officers, since. there is no_recognized 


method of rationing the’ correspondents.

The 
local library will display both the first 
and second editions of Eliot’s Jransla- 
tion of the Bible into Indian, these books 
having been printed in 1661 and 1685 
respectively.

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THE OPERA “LAKME” 


A Review of Leo Delibes’ Attractive Work. 


IKE all successful productions, “Lak- 

me” has a history. It has been said 
that people who amount to something in 
this world likewise have a history. Be 
this as it may, “Lakme” has survived a 
siege of varied and peculiar verdicts, and 
today is considered one of the most at- 
tractive operas produced. 

The composer, Leo Delibes, was born 
at St. Germain du Val Feb. 21, 1836. He 
went to Paris, whither so many of the 
then coming composers were drawn, in 
the year 1848. There he was entered 
in the solfege class in the Conservatoire. 
As a boy he owned o beautiful voice, 
and at once was prevailed upon to be- 
come one of the choir members of the 
church of the Madeleine, very 
afterward making his debut in the musi- 
cal world by singing in a chorus, and was 
so pleased with his own success that he 
at once asked to join tne children’s chorus 
of the opera “Le. Prophete:” 

In 1850, at the age of 14, young Delibes 
won the first prize in solfege, and he pro- 
ceeded to unfold his powers as the sea- 
sons passed, taking up the. study of 
pidnoforte, organ, harmony and ° ad- 
vanced composition with~such masters 
as Le Couppey, Benoist, Bazin and 
Adolphe Adam. 


He finally became the organist in a 
prominent church, and tater entered the 
Theatre Lyrique as accompanist, show- 
ing such knowledge of his work that he 
was one day offered the position of di- 
rector of the chorus at the Opera, which 
he continued to fill contemporaneously 
with Victor Masse, th? composer of 
“Paul et Virginie,” whose daughter mar- 
ried Philippe Gille, one of the librettists 
of the opera “Lakme.” 


Of all the modern French composers 
Delibes is perhaps the most Parisian. 
After his work of “Jean de Nivelle” and 
its attendant success in Paris and Vien- 
na, he decided to write for the Opera 
Comique, his later compositions being, far 
in advance of.his earlier works. In fact, 
Delibes considers them childish, and when 
asked by one Hengel, a musical editor, 
in 1883 to be allowed to bring out his 
youthful compositions in a new form, it 
is stated that ‘Delibes most strenuously 
refused, saying he prefererd -that they 
should be forgotten. 

The libretto of “Lakme” bears but two 
names, those of Edmond Gondinet and 
PXilippe Gille, although a third party, 
Arnold Mortier, who figured at that time 
as “the witty Monsieur de |’Orchestra” 
of the Figaro, the popular Parisian jour- 
nal, certainly had a somewhat important 
part in its construction, for to him, as is 
stated on good authority. belongs . the 
idea of “Lakme,” which he confided to 
Gille, who was also a writer on the Fi- 
garo. The latter collaborated with Gon- 
dinet, both first deciding on the subject; 
“Jacques Callot,” as the libretto for 
which Delibes was asked to write the 
music. 

The main or leading role was .to be 
written for the baritone, Victor Maurel, 
who ‘had expressed his willingness te en- 
gage himself.at the house over which M. 
Carvalho presided for the period of one 
year, but another engagement prevented 
Maurel from fixing the exact date, so re- 
port has it that it was during this term 
of abevance that Mile. Marie Van Zandt, 


the young Texas prima donna, appeared> 


on the horizon of opera and that of De- 
libes’ vision as well. 

Then it was that the idea occurred to 
the edmposer, “Why not write a part for 
the beautiful .young cantatrice instead” ? 
So the first plan was discarded and “Le 
Mariage de Loti,” a charming idyl which 
appeared in the Nouvelle Revue, gave far 
more pleasing situations. It caught the 
poetic interest df-Gille and Mortier. The 
next step was to gain the consent of Gon- 
dinet to the change of the libretto from 
“Jacques Callot” to “Le Mariage de Loti.” 
which being easily effected, the adapta- 
tion gf the latter began in earnest. 


As soon as the poem was on its way 
Delibes began his part in its construc- 


tion, the writing of the music, theehbed.

All Paris was interested in what De- 
libes was engaged in doing; so, knowing 
this, the composer was anxious that this 
opera be his masterpiece. He did not 
hasten, but wrote’ slowly. 


It was Van Zandt’s wonderful larynx 
he had in mind when he conceived. the 
“Bell Song,” as well as the exquisite trills 
of the Indian maiden. The story of 
Lakme and Gerald had limitless possi- 
bilities; he héard the glowing melodies 
embalmed in a woman’s love; his fancy 
was inspired to bursts of rhythms, filled 
with the fervor that the southern nature 
of the real Van Zandt demanded; for 


_|her and of her he wrote, gave himself 


to the instrumentation, decreed that in 
it he transcend all former efforts, and 
that it be a gem of excellence, that its 
harmonies be woven and- intermingled 
with cunning artistry, not fitful and 
fleeting, but replete with rhythms that 
flow into other more subtle rhythms on 
and on-—-for has not a lyric like “Lakme” 
an infinitude of melodic phrases, they 
that insistently sing themsel into the 
mind and heart with the subtlety born 
of their own exquisite fragrance and 
charm ? 

Waen a would-be critic said of Delibes’ 
“Lakme,” “It is the luxury of the mise- 
en-scene, the graceful and delicate versi- 
fication of Gille, the voluptuousnegs of 
the Indian jungle, all told by exquisite- 
ly colored, but not powerful, musit,” it 
is probable that the writer was honest 
with himself. But it would seem that

Delibes had practically. grown up with 
the modern French school, yet had been 
guilty of some old-fashioned work long 
before he wrote “Lakme.” But now by 
the teachings of Lulli-and Gluck he had 
been initiated in the mysteries of musical 
tragedy, had likewise tearned from Of- 
fénbach, had been led by Bizet, immortal! 
Bizet, into the vague subtleties of or- 
chestra tone painting, so all the arti- 
fices were at hand for a beautiful compo- 
sition, and he proceeded with the develop- 
ment of his musical story. 

The lovely “Pourquot,”

When you have learned 
to boil sugar and to produce this white 
fondant you have mastered the grand 
difficulty. It will keep for weeks, in a 
dry place, pressed into a jar and covered 
with oiled or waxed paper.” 

ORANGE CREAMS. 

Grate the rind from an orange, mix 
with it just a speck of tartaric acid; 
put into it two large tablespoons of con- 
fectioner’s sugar and enough orange 
juice to make all into a stiff, smooth 
paste. The paste should look like the 
volk of a hard-cpoked egg, and taste 
rather strongly of the orange. When 
you get it right (you must go by taste), 
break off pieces and make into small 
balls, the size of a hazel nut, flatten 
them a little and drop -on a _ plate, 
sprinkled with sugar. These are the 
insides. 

Take a piece of fondant, size of an 
egg (more or less as you are going to 
make many or few), put it in a cup, 
which set in a smal] saucepan of boil- 
ing water. With a fork mash and stir 
the fondant as it melts till it is like 
very thick cream. If you leave it ‘with- 
out: stirring, it will go back to. clear 
sYErUp. .~ efeamy, bring. it, saucepan 
and-all, to the table, drop. in-one orange 
ball; take i€ up on a fork, give it a

Mr. Barrett said in part: 

“There is one important phase of the 
Central American situation that appeals 
to all those who are interested .in the 
genesis and evolution of nations. ‘The 
[present difliculties in Nicaragua have 
‘started afresh the discussion in favor of 
ithe eventual organization of the five Cen- 
tral American repubiles of Guatemala, 
Salvador, Honduras, Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica into one government. 

“When the Central American peace 
conference convened at Washington in 
December, 1907, Elihu Root, then secre- 
tary of state, spoke hopefully of such a 
realization. 
of ‘the Central American court of jus- 
tice, to which go all questions between 
these countries, was a long step in that 
direction. His words were applauded all 
over Latin America. Enrique Creel, for- 
mer ambassador of Mexico to the United 
States, and now at Washington on a spe- 
cial mission for his government in con- 
jnection with the Nicaraguan crisis, has 
announced that he looxs forward to the 
ultimate consolidation of the five repub- 
lics. 

“When ‘two such men as Messrs. Root 
and Creel, representing the best states- 
manship of the United States and Mex- 
ico and at the same time men who are 
thoroughly in touch with the Latin- 
American viewpoint of Pan-American 
policies, express thcse opinions it must 
be admitted that such a movement is 
worthy of serious and sympathetic con- 
sideration by all nations concerned.

He explained the results of his obser- 
vations to a lad who seemed to be a com- 
panion in travel, and when he observed 
that others interested in his re- 
marks he courteously told them some- 
thing about what he had found, saying 
that the vegetation of the sea between 
Ireland and Newfoundland was a veri- 
table meadow, abounding in species and 
varieties of plants and animals just as 
much as a like area of solid land. 

This observer turned out to be Sir 
John Murray, K. ¢. B., the celebrated 
naturalist of the famous Challenger ex- 
pedition, which was sent out by Great 
Britain upward of 30 years ago to ex: 
piore the fauna and flora the deep 
seas all around the globe. 

He is about to conduct another expedi- 
tion for a like purpose in a Norwegian 
steam surveying vessel under the joint 
auspices of the governments of Great 
Britain and Norway. 

This expedition, in the steamer Michael 
is to explore the Atlantic ocean 
from the Canary islands to the Faroes 
in the spring of 1910. The vessel is fur- 
nished gratuitously by the Norwegian 
government, together with the captain 
and engineer, the Norwegian -fishery di- 
rector and two assistant naturalists from 
his bureau. Sir John Murray has unider- 
taken to pay all expenses over and above 
those thus assumed by the government 
of Norway. 

Since the explorations by the Chal- 
lenger and by other expeditions of less 
magnitude the government study of 
marine fisheries carried on by many 
nations has led to extensive and impor- 
tant improvements in the mechanical 
methods of ascertaining the conditions 
which exist at great depths in the ocean, 
and it is proposed to utilize these im- 
provements in the investigations to be 
carried on by this new expedition in 
the Michael Sars under Sir John Murray. 

The enlarged nets now used by deep 
sea fisherinen are to be employed, to- 
gether with newly fashioned trawls, by 
which it is hoped that specimens may be 
brought up from a depth of three miles 
and a half. 

‘Bhe London Times states that with one 
of these trawls the Michael Sars recently 
brought .to the surface 225 fishes from 
a depth of half a mile, 100 of which rep- 
resented species hitherto unknown to 
naturalists, so that great results may 
fairly be expected. 

A new instrument for measuring the 
force and direction of ocean currents at 
great depths is also to be tested, and 
tubes will be forced into the ocean floor 
to ascertain if possible something about 
its geological constitution and structure, 
concerning which very little is now 
known, inasmuch as the marine deposits 
at great depths have been explored only 
to the extent of about 18 inches. 

A point to be specially investigated is 
the accumulation of ooze upon the sea 
bottom. It is supposed that the trans- 
atlantic cables are covered by such accu- 
mulations, and yet there are known to 
‘be glacial boulders along their routes 
which apparently remain uncovered. It 
is hoped that light may be thrown upon 
this phenomenon. 

This interesting undertaking is highly 
creditable to the people of Norway and 
to Sir John Murray. It is stated in the 
Norwegian newspapers that the crew of 
the Michael Sars are “experienced in deep 
sea work.” 

It has always seemed to us, says the 
Sun, that war vessels'in time of peace 
might well be oftener employed in work 
of this character. They would thus be 
of service, not only on account of the 
possible or probable resulting discoveries, 
but in keeping their officers and crews 
actually busy at sea in the performance 
of useful labor tending to make them 
better seamen.

Half Million Dollars Annually 

_ Said to Be Lost to Work- 
men, Owmg to Cheaper 
Facilities at New York.” 


NEED COOPERATION 


The high docking rates at this port 
which are said to be costing Boston in 
the neighborhood of $500,000 every year, 
owing to the fact that vessels away 
from here every week to be 
at other ports, are due primarily to the 
question of machine shops, according to 
President Charles F. Crowell, of 
Simpson Patent Drydock Company. 

Mr. Crowell says the whole matter 
hinges upon the machine shop ework. In 
New York the dry docks and machine 
shops are run in conjunction, and a com- 
pany operating both can afford to place 
n low rate on the dockage or no rate 
at wll and then make it up on the 
machine work. 

They have mue h better facilities 
there, and their machine plants are up 
to date. The machinery is modern, and 
where they are able to run their busi- 
ness day and night the entire year nat- 
urally they can make a better rate. 

Mr. Crowell said further, that if we 
were able to run our docks so that they 
would be kept busy all the time we could 
afford to lower the rates, no doubt. But 
New York attracts the work because of 
the facilities and everything being close 
vt hand. 


If anything happens to the big liners ; 


for example over here they are patched 
up a bit and then they limp across the 
ocean, Where the greater part of the work 
ix done simply beeause the cost is so 
“much less. That is the story between 
New York and Boston. If we eonducted 
a modern machine plant in. conjunction 
with our docks, business might increase 
enough to allow a lowering of rates. 

Mr. Crowell calls attention to the fact 
that neo line of business can be run but a 
part of the vear full time and allowed to 
remain idle the major portion and make a 
profit. Until the machine facilities here 
are improved and the worse: can be done 
quickly and reasonably shipowners are 
not going to have part of the work done 
here and the rest in New York. 

A prominent ship broker says that the 
statement in the ship news columns of 
the papers that 
New York for repairs 
with rather gnonotonous frequency of 
late and that many of the shipping 
men believe it is time Boston woke up 
to ihe fact that thousands ef dollars 
are sailing. away from here every week. 
The latest instance is a good exampie. 

The Bergestad came into Boston Tues- 
day and in need of painting.

Pti- 
marily the reason is due to the high 
rates for docking. it was claimed. In 
Boston the price is 12 cents ‘per gross 
tan.

With a big ship that means quite an 
item.

the entire bill may easily pass the $1000 
mark. Besides it will give employment 
/ to many men. 

At one time the rate for docking ves 
sels in New York was but 4 cents per 
ton. But the dock men got together 
and decided to make it 8 cents, and it 
has remained at that figure ever since. 

Bosten shipping men could not under- 

siand why the rate in Boston is 12 
cents when in New York it was 4 cents 
‘at one time and now is but 8, or two 
thirds less than the Boston rate. When 
it is considered how many lines of busi- 
‘ness would benefit from vessels being 
decked here they are.surprised that 
some movement has not been started to 
‘remedy the trouble.

WHETHER or not its effect may be felt at 
once, there is a decided change of sentiment 
among the leaders of the House of Represen- 
tatives with regard to congressional business 
methods. Speaker Cannon has given expres-' 
sion to it on several occasions lately, as also 
have the chairmen of several of the leading 
committees, notably Representative Tawney. 
It may be due toa higher sense of public duty, 
to the unmistakable popular demand for 
economy, or to the call§ of private business upon men in public life. 
Whatever the reason, the old disposition to dissipate time in Wash- 
ington is manifestly losing ground. 

Chairman Tawney has recently insisted that there is no reason 
why two or three of the principal supply bills could not be gotten out 
of the way before the holiday recess. The truth is, nothing but the 
custom of idling away the time at the beginning accounts for the fact 
that appropriation bills hang over until the very closing hours of the 
session. It has often happened that, supply bills of the utmost 
importance have been so long-délayed that the clocks at both ends of 
the Capitol have had ‘to be set Back to permit the passage of the 
measures within the last legislative day of the session. 

This is nonsense, but it is a State of things that has been good- 
naturedly tolerated from session to session and from Congress to 
Congress until it has grown to be traditional. To it we owe the 
wasteful long session that stretches its weary lengths from early 
winter to midsummer. 

The employment in the earlier days and weeks of the same 
expedition that marks the closing hours of the long session would 
make adjournment possible in March or April; and the saving to the

country, measured not merely by the cutting down of the expenses, 


of Congress, but by the avoidance of the haste that now encourages 
extravagance and gives opportunity to corruption, would be very 
great. 2

And this is traceable to the driving force of a — improving 
public opinion.

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WHILE conservation is a term that has come 
into familiar use during recent years, its 
almost too common employment may be said 
to be affecting its meaning. As a people we 
are prone to swing to extremes, and it is not 
surprising that even now we have begun to 
“conserve” many things which require only 
ordinary care. However this may be, 
advantage may be taken of the present 
popular use of the term to convey a thought 
or two with reference to conservation of a kind that has thus far 
received comparatively little attention. 

This is what might be called the conservation of the commercial 
impulse: It is a question whether we appreciate its value. If we do, 
it 1s strange, to say the least, that we should be so much inclined to 
fall in with the growing habit of criticizing it. Of late there has 
been visible in some quarters, as we all know, a disposition to look 
down on the commercial leaning, if not to frown on it. In some 
instances people have been rather sev erely handled because of their 
propensity to turn things to‘practical account. Some of those who 
have commercialized the resources of nature have subjected them- 
selves to grave suspicion, while those who have achieved more than 
ordinary success in the work of development have been surprised to 
find awaiting them the distrust rather than the applause of their 
fellow men. 

No account need be taken here of those who have departed from 
the moral or the common or the statutory law. The great majority 
of the world’s workers are honest workers, and some of them are 
none the less honest for being successful. While society is consti- 
tuted as it is, while the present system of industrialism is the only 
one that is operative under existing conditions, while some must 
direct that others may work, while capital is an absolute necessity to 
labor, while things are as they are, we ought to have cheering rather 
than discouraging words for those who have the right commercial 
impulse, who create and maintain industries, whose genius and skill 
and enterprise give spur to the activities that are enabling mankind 
to press forward. 

*Let us keep ‘up the work of conservation in its true sense. but let 
us be just 4 little Hit more concerned than we seem to be at present 
about the conservation of those forces that impel humanity to do its 
best. ,

between countries whose frontiers may at the moment be closely 
guarded by battalions of soldiers. Since the advent of the aeroplane, 
the remark has more than once been made that frontiers will soon be 
abolished ; and_may not this be the shadow forecasting the coming 
event when there will be no further need tor armed forces, floating 
fortresses, and all the expensive paraphernalia of navies and armies, 
because it will have been proved that instead of suspicion and opposi- 
tion, open or covert, unity “is strength,’ and alone results in true 
prosperity and peace? 

But a few years ago it would have been altogether outside the 
wildest dreams of the most far- “seeing statesman to have anticipated 
an event such as is to take place in Cape Town toward the end of 
next December, when the prince of Wales is to open the South 
African Union Parliament in person. The date of the prince’s 
departure from England is expected to be Sept. 2, and on arrival in 
South Africa it. is understood that his royal highness will make a 
trip up country, returning subsequently to Cape Town to perform 
the epoch-marking ceremony.

It is perfectly logieal, 
therefore, that Mexico should desire the downfall of Zelaya to be 
followed: immediately by that of Cabrera; in other words, that the 
measures adopted by this country an regard to Nicaragga should be 
duplicated by. Mexico in Guatemala. 

But since the establishment of a United States protectorate over 
Nicaragua would forever cut off Mexico from the rest of Latin 
America, surrounding it with United States territory, thé situation is 
manifestly one of the utmost gravity for Mexico. THere is poor 
comfort for the Mexicans in the reflection that by consenting to the 
establishment of the Panama Canal Zone they long ago suffered to 
be cut off from the great bulk of their Latin-American kin. The 
whole significance of Anglo-Saxon control of the isthmus is brought 
out only by the American proposal to seize a considerable portion 
of the territory separating it from Mexico. Even should the rest of
